J. B, Starkey, owner of Penn and 
Star-Key mines, said he filed 
charges this morning against John | 
Benko, 9649 103 avenue, former 
worker at Penn mine, and John} 
Yuschyshyn, 12602 82 street, who | 
was employed at Star-Key prior to| 
the strike. Shortly afterwards, city | 
police said warrants for the men} 
had been issued. 

Three truck drivers allegedly 
assaulted were: Edward Vallee, 
10631 92 street; Steven Myroniuk, 
9667 103 avenue; and Robert Krahm, 
10442 152 street. 

Police said none of the truck 
drivers was injured seriously dur- 
ing the fracas. 

Truck drivers are all employed | 
by Star-Key mine. “They were just 
going in for a beer, I believe, when 
strikers gathered around them,” 
Mr, Starky said. “After an ex- 
change of words, I understand 
Benko and Yuschychyn rushed the 
truck drivers.” 

Thomas A. McCloy, district or- 
ganizer for United Mine Workers 
of America, was not available today 
for comment on the new outbreak. 
One official said he had no com- 
ment to make,

One of the strikers expected to 
be arrested by city police, Yuschy- 
shyn, was arrested Tuesday by RC-

They were remanded to 
March 10 when they appeared in 
police court for preliminary hear- 
ing. 


COLD SNAP 
DESCENDS

A mass of cold air, accom-

Prices on specified quantities 
would be within the following price 
range for Canada, one of the three 
exporting countries affected: 

Basis No. 1 Northern in storage 
at Fort William and Port Arthur: 
1948-49, $2—$1.50; 1949-50 $2—$1.40; 
1950-51, $2—$1.30; 1951-52, $2—$1.20; 
1952-53, $2—$1.10. 

Mr. Howe said equivalent prices 
were to be fixed on wheat on other 
locations and other countries, 


SET AT CEILINGS 

Canada, the United States and 
Australia, the three exporting 
countries, agreed to sell 500,000,000 
bushels to the 33 importing coun- 
tries, if required by them, at the 
ceiling prices. Canada’s share of 
this would be 230,000,000 bushels. 

The United States’ share of the 
bushels to be sold is 185,000,000 and 
that of Australia 85,000,000. The 
importing countries collectively un- 
dertook, in turn, to purchase 500,- 
000,000 bushels each crop year from 
those three countries if the latter 
desire a market for that quantity at 
the floor prices provided. These 
quantities include flour in terms of 
wheat. 

Mr. Howe said provision is made 
for the negotiation of narrower 
price ranges in the third, fourth 
and fifth years of the agreement 
if mutually acceptable to the ex- 
porting and importing countries; 
otherwise the announced floors and 
ceilings will prevail.

Reports from Damascus said that 
Kawkji, prominent Arab leader in 
the 1936-1939 fighting who has been 
head of the Arab “liberation” army, 
has established headquarters in the 
same hill village from where he 
directed the 1936 revolt.

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‘Just and Reasonable”’ 


If, as announced, the federal govern- 
ment is going to depend upon the “just and 
reasonable” clause in Prices Board regula- 
tions to keep commercial rents at a fair 
level after control is lifted Monday, the 
whole situation is going to fall into intol- 
erable confusion, 

“Just and reasonable” are terms ca- 
pable of such diverse interpretation that 
economic stability of many small business 
concerns can easily be gravely threatened. 

It is understood that the “just and 
reasonable” clause means that a commer- 
cial tenant who feels a rental increase 
to be unfair may bring action in the courts 
to secure relief. This means that the courts, 
with no other legislative directive than a 
general one, will have to assume a legisla- 
tive as well as a judicial function. That is 
to say, the fixing a commercial rental, in 
the case of dispute, will have to depend 
upon the judgment of a single man. 

Canada had an experience with this 
sort of thing in residential rentals when an 
order was issued, more than three years 


ago, permitting house owners to bring 
action to evict tenants provided they re- 
quired the property urgently for their 
own use, 

The order was so verbose and vague 
that many harsh injustices were perpetrat- 
ed under it, In some instances, landlords 
were refused possession to which they 
were entitled. In other instances, tenants 
were thrown out on the merest excuses. 

The fault lay in the fact that the legis- 
lative directive was so highly indefinite. 

Even the best judges cannot adjudi- 
cate without definite law. And to ask a 
judge to decide what is “fair and reason- 
able” without giving him any standards of 
comparison is to assume a judicial omnis- 
cience to which no judge would pretend. 

This sort of semi-control is bound to be 
unsatisfactory. If the government consid- 
ers that commercial rental control is not 
needed, the whole system should be ended 
at once. If the government feels that some 
measure of control is essential, a fixed 
scale should remain, 


A Businesslike Budget 


The budget brought down in the Al- 
berta legislature by Premier Manning on 
Friday contains no surprises and merely 
offers financial evidence of a smooth-work- 
ing and efficient administration. 

There is no new taxation, There is no 
increase in the provincial debt. An esti- 
mated deficit of $6,306,738 will be financed 
from surpluses of war years, a business- 
like arrangement that would be followed by 
any thoughtful private company anxious 
to give its stockholders the benefits of ac- 
crued profits, 


The increase of two dollars per month 
in the allowance for old age pensioners is 
a welcome and forward step—although the 
total pension of $37 monthly still falls far 
short of the actual needs of the aged. 

It indicates, in a practical way, how- 
ever, the Alberta government's emphasis 
on socia! service, an emphasis which has 
placed this province in the lead among 
Canadian provinces in caring for the weak 
and the infirm. 

Altogether it is a businesslike budget 
with which few can find serious fault. 


Keep Out the Communists 


The decision of the federal government 
to bar alien Communists from Canada is 
based, not only on existing provisions of 
the Immigration Act, but on the funda- 
mental right of every free human being to 
shut his door in the face of undesirable 


characters. 

It is the privilege of every householder 
to say whom he will receive and whom he 
will not receive in his own house. There is 
no reason why nations should not enjoy 
the same privilege. 

That has not been the view of a great 
many social zealots who have preached the 
opinion that all the countries of the New 
World were the natural haven of all kinds 
of people, Grandiose phrases have been 
employed to advertise this fantastic no- 
tion. 

Someone in American history talked 
tearfully about the United States being 
the “refuge for the oppressed of all the 


earth.” When the United States found 
that this glowing phrase meant nothing 
more than that the United States was the 
human garbage can of the world, she began 
to close her doors. 

It is time that Canada also watched her 
doors a little more carefully, 

It is known that Ottawa has been con- 
sidering this move for some time but was in 
doubt about the legal method of procedure. 

It has been found now that the Immi- 
gration Act is quite wide enough to provide 
legal machinery without amending legisla- 
tion. 

There will be an agonized howl from 
the social fanatics about this decision.

Canada’s Semi-Christians 


Dr. W. J. Gallagher, secretary of the 
Canadian Council of Churches, has revealed 
that of the 6,200,000 Canadians who pro- 
fess adherence to any of the non-Roman 
communions in this country, more than 
25 percent are not affiliated with any 
church body. 

In short, there are 1,550,000 pe@ple in 
Canada who call themselves Christians 
but who make not the slightest attempt 
to work at it. 

It may be a harsh conclusion but it 
is not the less true that these people are a 
greater menace to the Christian way of life 
than the few who are out-and-out agnos- 
tics or avowed infidels.

Peace Offensive 


Is Needed Too 


Oh, brother, we were #0 earn- 
est! So very earnest. I remember 
in the last months in England 
the Canadian Army held some- 
thing called “Khaki College.” 
One week-end I went down from 
London and sat in a group dis- 
cussion, I was working for the 
Army newspaper then. The story 
I wrote was the kind you write 
when something impresses you 
down deep, 

The boys and girls in uniform 
sat in a circle and spoke their 
mind, filled with the sobering 
strength of the recent victory 
and the bright promise of the 
future, In an old army hut, the 
brave new world. And why not? 
The war was over. Peace in- 
vited us to come into her eager 
arms, 

I found I was remembering 
that khaki circle of optimism 
and confidence this week, two 
years later, I had read the syn- 
dicated prophecy of Dorothy 
Thompson, A_ possible World 
War Three within 90 days. I 
reacted in anger with an attack 
on Miss Thompson, Later I re- 
gretied some of the intemperate 
language in that column, You 
sometimes do when your emo- 
tiong crowd your reason. 

I ex; -ted some criticism and 
I got it. But I was wholly un- 
prepared for the quick flash of 
public opinion that many of 
these letters revealed, 

Letter after letter spoke of 
another blood-letting as a thing 
to be gauged coldly only in 
terms of the timetable. Readers 
of obvious intelligence differed 
with Miss Thompson's schedule, 
not with the terrifying sweep of 
her prediction, 

These letters were sharply 
different in tone to letters I 
received a year and more ago 
when I occasionally wrote on 
this subject, In a small way 
they suggest that the cancer 
ig working, that there is an 
increasing acceptance of an- 
other war as inevitable, a kind 
of nightmare “realism” that is 
a fashion, a successful condi- 
tioning of the public mind to 
the rightness of violence. 

Several of the letters sug- 
gested (and rightly so) that it 
was a foolish gesture to re- 
spond to Miss Thompson's sen- 
sationalism with hot and wasted 
anger. 

“Anger is so futile.” one 
writer said, “Only some positive 
action ean be of any value, But 
what?” 

Well, it seems to me that some 
of that positive action is over- 
due from the Overseas veterans, 
the kind of men and women 
whose idealism and determina- 
tion caught fire in those group 
discussions in southern England 
so long ago, Whatever happened 
to those young voices? 

The political trumpeting of 
the Third World War has been 
so loud that it has drowned out 
the sound of agony and pain 
from the Second World War. 
Even now there is no feeling of 


retrospect about the war, ne 
full realization of the sacrifice, 
no sobering book-balancing of 
the cost, 

Isn't it time some concen 
trated effort was made to bring 
into focus the whole, ugly truth 
of the last war? Not in terms of 
our glorious dead, our grand 
war effort, or our victories, but 
in terms the filth and cruelty 
and earnage and the broken 
men in military hospitals 
sprawling across this nation, 

lf war is “inevitable’—in 90 
days or 90 years—it should not 
come without the realization of 
what war is, Let the luncheon 
clubs forget the phrase-making @ 
speakers and their analyses of 
“developments” and look, in- 
stead, at the never-released 
Army newsreels of the shock- 
ing death of young Canadians. 
Fight the political strategists- 
with the tons of pictures of ac- 
tual war that are yellowing in 
Ottawa, too terrible for Cana- 
dian eyes. 

What this country needs is not 
the glib writers of power poli- 
ties, but another Eric Maria Re- 
marque. We are not in as much 
need of the knowledge of for 
eign affairs as we are in need 
of the knowledge of what hap- 
pens when a Canadian boy is hit 
with a high-velocity shell, 


New Fight 


It seems to me that in the 
face of this “war offensive’ the 
veterans, as groups and indi- 
viduals, are the men to launch 
a peace offensive, to remind the @ 
irresponsible old men that war 
must be the last alternative and 
not the first loose “solution.” 

If you have stood on a road 
in Normandy and looked out 
across raw, acres of white 
crosses, the Canadian dead of 
one generation lying beside the 
Canadian dead of the next, if 
you have stood in an advance 
medica] station and seen the in- 
describable destruction of hue 
man bodies, if you have watch- 
ed a child brought like a rag 
doll from the rubble of a bomb- 
ed English home in the glare 
of searchlights — if you have 
seen war you do not speak 
loosely of war ever again. 

Now is the time to begin the 
real, deep kind of “realism,” to 
end the whole criminal con- 
spiracy of “prettying up” war 
that now allows the shouts of 
fools to go unchallenged. 

Somewhere in this country 
are young people I watched at 
that “Khaki College” and tens 
of thousands of others like 
them. I do not know what has 
happened to the courage an 
idealism that impressed me so 
much then, but there is a ter- 
rible need for it today if we are 
to salvage the peace they won. 

“Submersion in war does not 
necessarily qualify a man to be 
the master of peace,” Ernie 
Pyle once wrote, “All we can do 
is fumble and try once more — 
try out of the memory of our 
anguish.”

“And you do it by kneeling down and saying your night 
prayers?”

“Shouting and horseplay have resulted. Last night a 
shoe was thrown arfd somebody was hurt. Is that true?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Smith, you see the trouble your causing. Is there any- 
one else in your barracks who says night prayers on his 
knees ?”

“All right, Smith, you may go.” 

Smith saluted and went out, wondering what punish- 
ment was in store for him.
